King assassin, James 
Earl Ray, dies at 70 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
James Earl Ray, the ex-convict 
who con f ess ed to assassinating the 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. and 
then insisted he was framed, died 
Thursday, frustrating civil rights 
leaders who fear they may never 
learn the truth. He was 70. 

Ray died at a hospital of kidn ey 
failure and complications from liver 
_Jlisease while serving a 99-year 
prison sentence for the 1968 slaying. 

“America will never have the 
benefit pf Mr. Ray’s trial, which 
would have produced new revela- 
tions about the assassination,” 
said King’s widow, Corettn.

You see it in the 
stock market and confidence indexes. 

Has there ever been anything like it? 

Well, how about the 1920s. The sugges- , 
tion, of course, seems ond-sotiol. It raises 
the specter of another Great Depression. 
This need not be, of course, and peering 
back is instructive. It teaches at least two 
important lessons: People do get carried 
away; and today’s economy may have 
some little-noticed weaknesses. 

Parallels between the 1920s and 1990s 
abound. Then as now, the stock market 
soared. Then as now, new technologies 
dazzled. Today, it's personal computers 
and the Internet. Then'it was radios and • 
mass-produced cars. Between 1919 and 
1930, car'registrations tripled to 23 mil- 
lion Then as. now, people thought that 
the economy hnd permanently changed 
for the better. The 1920s supposedly 
heralded a “new era"; enligntened cor* 
,porate managers m ean t more humane 
capitalism. The operative phrase in the 
1990s is “the new paradigm." It holds .. 
tharcomputers, foreign competition and 
deregulation have made the economy 
more competitive, more productive and 
more stable. ' 

The economy is now said to lack the 
“excesses” that typically trigger a reces- 
sion. Inflation is low, and there isn’t 
much surplus business investment (in 
say, office buildings or factories). But 
this overlooks the stock market, which 
may be just such an “excess.” It may be 
nudging the economy along by bolster- 
ing consumer confidence and spending. 
Higher stock prices, it seems, embolden 
people to spend more of their incomes: 
They feel wealthier. 

Consider. As the market has risen, the 
personal savings rate has fallen. In 1992, 
it was 6.2 percent of disposable income; 
by 1997, it had sunk to 3.8 percent. And 
why shouldn’t consumers feel cocky?

The market’s surge now rivals the 1920s 
run-up as history’s greatest. Ned Davis 
Research Inc. dates the present bull 
market to Oct. 11, 1990, when the Dow 
Jones industrial average was at 2365.10. 
Since then, it’s risen 288 percent (based 
on the April 17 close of 9167.50), In the 
1920s, stocks rose 345 percent between 
October 1923 and September 1929. 

Put another way, stock prices have al- 
most quadrupled in value since 1990. 

This has meant on explosion of personal 
stock wealth. At year-end 1990, the val- 
ue of households’ stock holdings was 
$3.1 trillion. By 1997, it was $11.4 tril- ,

But suppose that the runaway market 
is (as The Economist said last week) a 
speculative “bubble.” Or suppose that 
something - Asia’s economic crisis? - 
unexpectedly hurts profits. What then? 
Perhaps this: Stocks ultimately drop; 
confidence - bolstered by their rise - 
sags with their fall; consumer spending 
weakens or maybe declines. Consumer 
spending represents about 68 percent of 
the economy’s output If it weakens, cor- 
porate investment might already be ex- 
cessive; cutbacks could occur. The point 
is that the stock market is not merely an 
indicator of the economy’s performance. 
The market also determines how the 
economy does through mass psychology 
and consumer spending. 

Although the connections between 
the market and the economy are uncer- 
tain, they have grown in the 1990s- just 
as in the 1920s - because stock wealth 
has soared and ownership has spread. It 
is creeping down from its bastion among 
the rich and upper middle class.

TWIN FALLS - It wasn’t long 
after Margie Butler met Paul 
Espinoza that the two became 
Golden Bough. 

They also got married, but 
that’s another story. 

Golden Bough is a Celtic (pro- 
nounce that Kchtic - the “c" is 
hard in the Gaelic language) 
trio. The third member of the 
group is the new fiddle player, 
Alison Bailey. 

Golden Bough performances 
feature songs and instrumental 
pieces from the traditional 
Celtic music of Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales and French 
Brittany. There are haunting 
ballads, mythological tales, live- 
ly sing-alongs and toe-tapping 
jigs. Group members, all from 
California, compose much of 
their own music 

Bailey came to Golden Bough 
from a household brimming with 
Irish Dride. Butler, who sings 
and plays a number of Celtic 
instruments, can identify. Her 
father is an Irish tenor. 

Espinoza, meanwhile, grew up 
singing and playing American 
folk music on the guitar, accor- 
dion and mandola. So ho’s ablo • 
to bring his feel for contempo- 
rary folk to the music of Golden ■ 
Bough. 

“The interest in folk waned a 
bit in the 1980s,” Espinoza said 
last week in a phone interview 
from a San Francisco recording 
studio. “But we kept ot it until 
the cycle came around again, 
and now. it’s really big." 

Having toured the United 
States, Europe and, most recent- 
ly, Japan, Espinoza said audi- 
ences worldwide ore responding 
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wonderfully to Golden Bough's 
music 

Espinoza and Butler have a 
son, who spent much of his life 
on the road with his parents. 
The son is in college now, study- 
ing biochemistry (he does play 
drums, too), and he often tells 
Mom and Dad how much he 
appreciates the opportunity he 
had to travel the world with 
them. 

These days, Espinoza, Butler 
and Bailey are on the road about 
half of each year.

NEW YORK (AP) — Iceland's 
terrain is otherworldly and 
native-daughter Bjork’s music, 
fittingly enough, oftdn sounds 
like it comes from an undiscov- 
ered planet. 

The Big Band-inspired “It’s Oh 
So Quiet” is an apt example. 
Bjork's voice swoops from child- 
like whispers to full-fledged 
shrieks and brilliantly captures 
the emotions of falling in and out, 
and in and out of love again. 

In a new rockumentary, the 
cable network Bravo follows the 
enigmatic artist from her debut 
as an 11-year-old singer of 
Icelandic folk songs to her days 
in the punk band Sugarcubes to 
her life in London and, finally, 1 * 
back home. 

The 32-year-old musician is 
. such a prized export that the doc- 
umentary even seeks out the for- 
mer president of Iceland to talk 
about her. 

“You cannot say that Bjork is 
common,” said Vigdis 
Finnbogodottir, president from 
1980 to 19%. “This personality is 
absolutely unique. The warmth, 
the major attitude toward life, 
mixed with the heart of a child. 
She has an Icelandic way." 

The former president may not 
want to know where Bjork was 
the night before she curled up on 
a choir in a Manhattan office to 
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Iceland's singer Bjork 
talk about the profile. She was 
fighting the effects of many 
hours spent drinking with friends 
and singing along loudly to what- 
ever come on die jukebox.

“It’s definitely not great 
for the confidence," Sampras 
said. “There is still a lot of 
room for improvement. All I 
can try to do is move on and 
Icam from this and go from 
there."

scared after it’s over.” 

Mast doubts nqy driver who says 
he’s fearless, and steers dear of any- 
one who drives like ho might be. 

“If a driver tells you that ho ia 
fearless, ho is cither lying or ho 
isn't a very good driver," he said. 
The driver who says he's fearless is 
going to wreck himself,’ and if you 
don't watch out hell wreck you, 
tea* 

The lino between fear of what 
could happen and respecting what 
might ia one the successful driver 
must find. 

"There is fear, but there arc 
degrees * Moat said. “You can’t have 
too much fear where it aflbds how 
you drive, slows you down where 
you can't do tho things you need to 
do. But you cant bo completely fear- 
less to where you just go some- 
where no matter what. It’s in 
between." 

Just like real life. 

"If you ait down and think about 
everything you were going to do, 
you wouldn't get out of bed," Baker 
said. “A rnce-car driver is doing 
what ho is trained to do, and if you 
train hard enough you dank have 
time to worry about problems on 
tho race track."

The New York Observer first publi- 
cized the Arkansas project this year, but 
the staff of Salon decided to take it much 
further. The Justice Department has now 
asked special prosecutor Kenneth Starr 
to look into the alleged payments to 
Hale. The story made quite a splash since 
if true it showed potentially serious con- 
flict of interest charges undermining 
Start’s investigations. 

I called Salon’s editor, David Talbot, a 
former arts and features editor lor the 
San Frandsco Examiner. “Little Salon, 
with our newsroom of 20 people, has 
been (humbling) the mainstream press 
on tins story — and it’s a great feeling,” 
he said without a smidgen of modesty. 

Talbot was careful to say he thought the 
stories that the rest of the media has 
focused on are important — but that he 
felt his publication was making a contri- 
bution to the debate’ by shining a light 
over a largely overlooked part of the polit- 
ic 1 ! landscape. Tin not claiming that this 

is the whole story. It’s just one piece." 

He told me that the magazine has 
spent some $40,000 on its investigation 


this year, using the talents of such writ- 
ers as Murray Waas, Jonathan Broder 
and Arkansan Gene Lyons. That amount 
of money doesn’t put a dent in the side of 
major news-gathering organizations, but 
it made for a difficult squeeze at Salon, 
which is funded mainly by .Apple 
Computer Inc., Adobe Systems Inc. and 
the investment bank Hambrecht & Quist. 

Evoking the names of Bob Woodward 
and Carl Bernstein, the two reporters 
whose stories on the Watergate break-in 
and aftermath led to the downfall of 
President Richard Nixon, Talbot said he 
was simply doing what his journalistic 
heroes had done during Watergate: fol- 
low the money. ; 

As more and more attention has been 
drawn to Salon’s reporting (Talbot 
recently showed up on Geraldo Rivera’s 
talk show), the magazine has been char- 
acterized by conservatives as a mouth- 
piece for the president. But Talbot 
denied that his staff has some kind of 
pro-Clinton agenda. He said Salon had 
published stories highly critical of 
Clinton, and notes the staffs tongue-in- 
cheek statement that it consists of “mili- 


.“I don’t think the left, right or center 
has a monopoly on wisdom, on political 
wisdom,” he said. 

These days I feel if I miss Salon, I’m 
missing out on something. I can't say I 
agree with everything I read there, or, a 
lot of the time, even like it. The stories 
can be harsh and argumentative to a 
fault, even obnoxious. But it’s always 
thought-provoking. That’s what makes it 
special' for me — I’d much rather read 
something I disagree with than something 
that won’t surprise or challenge me.

Jews retrace Holocaust horror 

Netanyahu leads 7,000 
Jews in honoring roots 
at Nazi death camp 

OSWIEOM, Poland (AP) — Led by Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, 7,000 
Jews from around the world retraced the two- 
mile journey from the former Nan death camp, 

Auschwitz, to the gas chambers at Birkcnau. 

The “March of the Living” has for 10 years 
honored the flourishing erf Jewish identity over 
the Nazi attempt to annihilate it through the 
murders of 6 million Jews. This year, the march 
has renewed significance, co i n ciding with the 
SOth anniv e r sary of Israel's founding. 

Netanyahu, the Erst Israeli lenAw to participate 
in the march, old more than 6JXX) Jewish youths 
and L0OO Holocaust survivors that IaacTs'crcation 
has ensured the survival of Jews. 

“This is the lesson of the Holocaust, (his and 
only this: That the existence of the Jewish peo- 
ple is tied to Jewish sovereignty and a Jewish 
army that rests on the strength of Jewish faith,” 

Netanyahu said. 

The march began beneath the gate to the infa- 
mous Nazi death mmp inscribed with the cynical 
slogm, “Arbeit Madit Fra" — Work Will Make 
You Free. It ended at the barren landscape of 
Birkouu, where the Nazis erected their cremato- 
ria m the edge of rows of wooden barracks. 

Polish Prime Minister Jerzy Buzck, who 
marched alongside Netanyahu, recalled the tens 
of thousands non-Jewish Poles who died at 
Auschwitz, and the great risk many Poles took to 
save their Jewish compatriots. 

"Few people know that it was not only diffi- 
cult, but also very dangerous to help Jews in 
Poland," Buzck said. “There was an immediate 
death penalty for saving even one Jew. The

What play did South overlook 

• that would have given him an ex- 
tra chance? 

Holding trump control. West 
chose to snoot for a diamond ruff 
Instead of leading a "safe" spade. 
It proved lo be a wise move. 

South tried obfuscation by cov- 
ering West’s nine with dummy's 
10. but East wasn’t fooled. He pa- 
tiently encouraged with his seven 
instead of winning his ace. Meek- 
ly, South led a trump to West’s 
ace. and a second diamond lead 
went to East's ace. After West 

• scored his diamond ruff, he 
switched to his spade jack, leaving 
a winning club finesse as South's 
last hope. The club finesse lost, 
and South's game went with iL 

South surrendered to fate with 
his resigned trump lead at trick 
two. Instead, he should have tak- 
en a spade finesse, a finesse he 
had to take anyway. 

When the spade finesse wins, 
South cashes his spade ace and 
rafts a spade, eliminating the suiL 
When South leads a trump, West 
takes his acc ahd gets his dia- 
mond raff, but he has no escape. 
If he leads a dub, South enjoys a 
free finesse. And if West leads a 
spade, South gels a ruff and stuff. 
In cither case, South scores 10 
tricks offer discarding a club on 
dummy's fourth diamond.

But she 
married Hal (Benjamin 
Hendrickson) and that 
was hard for Jock to take, 
but there was nothing he 
could do about it.” 

While losing Carly (at 
least for now) has been 
tough for Jack, the 
character, it’s also been 
difficult for Michael, the 
actor. 

“Right now there’s not 
heat between Jack and 
anyone else. And after 
months of playing this 
sexual tension between 
Jack and Carly, that just 
doesn’t exist.” 

But this being a soap, 
Jack may well be loveless 
today, but Cupid could 
give him the shaft 
tomorrow. 

Unlike Jack Snyder for 
whom love means never 
(at least to this point) 
saying 1 Do to the woman 
he loves, Michael Park is’ 
happily married man with 
a family. 

“The fans have been

Both 
also had Agnes Nixon as 
headwriter for a while, 
and bath also had the late 
Douglas Mar land as hand 
scribe. It was' Marland 
who created the Snyder 
family on ‘ATWT* of which 
Jack is the most recent 
member, fa be manifested 
on the roap. (Jack's cousin 
is Holden Snyder played 
by Jon Hensely.) 

*T regret never meeting 
Doug Marland,” Mirhnel 
soys. “ I would have loved 
to talk to him about Jack 
and that pan of the 
Snyder family.” 

Marland nnm de^rrihed 
the Synders (who were 
largely inspired by his 
own family) as “sah-ofahe- 
carth people.” 

Asked if he sees Jackin 
that light, Michael said, “I 
believe basically, that’s 
true.
